Objection to the

To this criticism 
thè reply may he m ade that municipal 
governm ent is a 
problem 
by itself, 
having little 
or 
no re k tio n to our 
theories of state and national govern­ 
m ent. either in form or policy. 
tt 
also is reason able 
to 
suppose that 
w here there Is full 
and 
direct res­ 
ponsibility. power would not be abu« ;- 
ed and would be exercised with can 
tlon, discretion and In the public In­ 
terest. If these results should obtain 
the m anner of securing them Is of un­ 
im portance. R esults are w hat we are 
after, and resuHs count. If commis­ 
sion governm ent yields economy, low- 
i>r taxes, effici?Poy in 
service 
and 
m ore valuable rubü c works, does it 
m a tte r greatly by what m ethod it Is 
done, or w hether U evolves the appli­ 
cation of diffe.’ent 
principles or of 
ixilitical economy from w hat we are 
accustom ed ? 
It has been the unvarying experi­ 
ence of every city which has adopted 
com m ission governm ent, 
so 
far as 
our inform ation goes, that it brought 
about vast and 
whnlesorae im prove­ 
m ents in city affairs. It has lowered 
taxes grevTllv, 
has saved hundreds 
of thousands of dollars through the 
liraclice of simplf^ economies, it has 
raised the standard cf com petency in 
public service, it has brought about 
elaborate' pulilic works at the m ini­ 
m um of expense, it 
has 
stim ulated 
grow th and it h 
slrnegthened the 
city generallv- 
So Bucccsst’il has the plan proven 
tha t we fitid * ich city boasting of su­ 
periorities in its peculiar elaboration 


ciple rather than the m anner of ap- 
;)ilcaiion to which » hey should give 
CTcdit for the reform s wrought. 
To our mind cne of the most Im- 
i^ressivi' 
tilings 
about 
commission 
governm ent is the fact that in spite * 
of hindrances, 
to discredit it, 
and the unavoidable 
environm ent in 
wliicb it uBiially has been planned, it 
las flourished vic^orously 
and 
has 
surpassed all expectations of its m ost 
sanguine advocates. In no single case 
do we know of the slightest criticism 
bv the people of the change, or of 
the least desU? to go back to the old 
system. 
A feature 
nf 
commissTon govern­ 
m ent which if of especial significance 
relates to the m anner 
of 
the adop­ 
tion. Tt has been the common experi­ 
ence of all cities which ha re mad« 
the change that It was opposed solely 
and strenuously by the politicians. Tn 
no instance docs It appear that com­ 
mission governm ent has been secured 
at the suggestion or by the suport of 
this class. 
The politicians of both, 
parlies have used every artifice and 
every influence at their command to 
prevent Its adoption. So far as ouv 
observations go, however, their oji 
St m et ion has been invariably futile. 
W herever the business m en and clU 
zens have seriously 
undertaken 
to 
bring abou- 
thi“ 
municipal 
reform 
they have succeeded. 
Its simplicity 
and its 
obvicus 
advantages 
a ppt'a l 
with irresistible force to the people. 
To submit it to the voters for thiu'r 
approval is tantam oiint to its certain 
acceptance. 
How' to bring it before them to the 
problem that has been most difficult 
of solution. Ir all cases, we believe, 
where commissions are today the In­ 
strum ents of city government, the In* 
iatlve to secure them has been tak en 
by the business or civic organizations 
of the community, with strong back 
ing by citizens of all vocations and 
trades. And this Is natural. Accustom­ 
ed to m anage their personal and pri­ 
vate affairs by 
enterprising, 
exact 
and economical methods, 
the 
men 
composing 
such 
organizations 
ara 
(pilck to appreciate the m erits of ap­ 
plying the same system to municipal 
affairs. 
W e find, accordingly, tha t In 
Des 
Moines, Galveston, Houston, L eaven­ 
worth, F ori W orth, Dallas and other 
cities, commercial organizations, such 
as business m en’s 
clubs, boards of 
trade and cham bers of commerce have 
led the w^y to commission 
govern­ 
m ent by inaugurating a campaign for 
its adoption and ultim ately having It, 
placed before the people for a vote. 
Many other cities have today under 
consideration 
the 
commission 
plan 
and in each of them a sim ilar organi­ 
zation is responsible for laising the 
issue. 
The Democrat-Sentinel

not 
know w hat the 
people 
of 
Sedalia 
would say if they had an opportunity 
(to consider a commission 
plan 
of 
' government, nor does it 
know w he­ 
ther such a plan can be Inaugurated 
under the present laws governing the
